Naturally  I  will  retain  my  membership 
but  I  will  use  the  residential  less  and 
because  of  this  I  wished  to  set  on 
record  my  appreciation  for  so  many 
acts  of  thoughtful  care  over  the  past 
ten  years.

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Sir  Frank  Packer,  K.B.E. 

Sir  Frank  Packer,  publishing  and 
television  magnate,  died  at  the  age  of 
67. 

Sir  Frank  was  chairman  and  managing 
director  of  Australian  Consolidated 
Press,  chairman  of  Television  Corpor¬ 
ation  (TCN/9,  Sydney)  and  Chairman 
of  General  Television  Corporation 
(GTV/9,  Melbourne). 

Sir  Frank  was  a  member  of  the 
Australian  Jockey  Club  committee  and 
a  leading  identity  in  Sydney  racing 
circles. 

He  owned  a  string  of  racehorses 
and  was  a  part-owner  of  the  famous 
Aluinn  Stud,  at  Scone,  where  one  of 
his  finest  horses,  Columnist,  the  1947 
Caulfield  Cup  winner,  was  bred. 

Sir  Frank  also  organised  two 
unsuccessful  Australian  challenges  for 
the  America’s  Cup,  the  symbol  of 
world  yachting  supremacy. 

His  yachts  Gretel  and  Gretel  II 
were  beaten  by  American  yachts  in 
1962  and  1970. 

Sir  Frank  was  knighted  in  1959  to 
cap  a  series  of  distinctions  awarded  him 
for  his  service  to  publishing  and  the 
community. 

His  other  distinctions  were:  Knight 
Commander  of  the  British  Empire, 
1961,  Order  of  St.  John,  1967,  and 
Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society  of  the 
Arts. 

Tatter  sail’s  colleague  former  Liberal 
Prime  Minister,  Bill  McMahon,  said  of 
Sir  Frank:—  “For  those  he  liked  his 
kindness  was  unlimited  and  he  would 
do  all  he  could  to  give  assistance  and 
advice.  He  was  a  remarkable  man.” 

Sir  Robert  Menzies,  a  long  time 
friend  spoke  feelingly  and  succinctly, 
“Sir  Frank  was  a  real  man  of  positive 

views  .  never  neutral,  sometimes 

difficult,  always  masculine,  he  never 
pretended”. 

Great  journalist  and  close  friend 
Dayid  McNichol  said:—  “One  of 
Frank  Packer’s  best  qualities  was  his 
acceptance  of  the  theory  that  if  you 
dish  it  out,  you’ve  got  to  expect  to 
take  it.  He  played  the  game  hard,  and 
he  did  not  resent  others  playing  it  hard. 

“I  remember  back  in  the  days  when 
the  late  Mr.  Justice  Dovey  was  a  QC 
at  the  Bar,  a  Telegraph  reporter  phoned 
him  very  late  at  night  to  check  a  story. 
The  phone  call,  well  after  midnight, 
made  Mr.  Dovey  very  angry.

“Next  night,  the  QC  struck  back. 
He  waited  until  2  a.m.,  then  phoned 
Frank  Packer  and  got  him  out  of  bed. 

“  ‘It’s  Dovey  here,  Packer’  ,  he  said, 
‘your  reporters  think  nothing  of 
disturbing  me  in  the  middle  of  the  night, 
so  I  thought  you  might  like  to  see  what 
it’s  like  ’. 

“  ‘Fair  enough,  ’  replied  Packer, 
‘And  now  you’re  on  the  line  Bill, 
let’s  have  a  chat.’  And  he  kept  Mr. 
Dovey  talking  for  1 0  minutes.” 

Sir  Frank  leaves  a  widow,  Lady 
Packer, and  two  sons,  Mr.  Clyde  Packer, 
MLC,  and  Mr.  Kerry  Packer,  senior 
executive  at  ACP. 

Fred  Allsop 

Fred  Allsop,  52,  one  of  the  most 
respected  and  popular  trainers  to  hold 
a  licence  in  post-war  years,  died  after 
a  long  period  of  ill  health. 

He  trained  many  top-class  horses 
including  the  Epsom  Handicap  winners 
Connaught  and  High  Law  and  the  AJC 
Metropolitan  winner,  Beaupa. 

A  popular  figure  on  the  third  floor, 
he  will  be  sadly  missed. 

Out  condolences  to  his  sorrowing 
family. 

H.W.J.  (Jordie)  Moss 

The  Moss  Vale  District  lost  an 
outstanding  citizen  when  Hedley  Walter 
Jordon  (“Jordie”)  Moss,  B.E.M.  died 
aged  75. 

His  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Benjamin 
Moss,  were  pioneers  of  the  Berrima 
district  and  “Jordie”  carried  on  the 
family  tradition  with  a  lifetime  of 
service  to  primary  industry. 

Jordie  was  born  at  Robertson  but 
his  family  moved  to  Moss  Vale  when 
quite  young. 

He  attended  Moss  Vale  primary 
school  and  won  a  scholarship  to 
Cleveland  Street  High  School,  which 
was  then  one  of  the  few  specially 
graded  schools  in  the  State. 

After  leaving  school  he  entered 
the  family  butchery  business  and  built 
a  reputation  as  a  cricketer  and  football 
player. 

Over  the  years  he  became  increas¬ 
ingly  involved  in  the  management  of 
properties  which  his  parents  had 
acquired  around  Moss  Vale. 

He  was  one  of  the  first  graziers  to 
use  pasture  improvement. 

Jordie  was  an  active  member  of 


the  Moss  Vale  Dairy  Farmers’  Union 
for  more  than  30  years  and  was  its 
President  for  some  years. 

He  was  a  government  appointee  to 
the  Rural  Re-construction  Board  for 
four  years. 

His  service  to  his  local  community 
included  nine  years  as  an  Alderman  of 
Moss  Vale  Municipal  Council  and  three 
years  as  a  Wingecarribee  Shire 
Councillor. 

Jordie  played  a  leading  part  in 
the  establishment  of  Berrima  District 
Meats,  one  of  the  State’s  most  efficient 
and  successful  abattoirs,  and  was  still 
its  Chairman  and  Managing  Director 
at  the  time  of  his  death. 

In  later  life  he  became  interested 
in  the  ownership  of  trotters  and 
thoroughbreds. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  A.J.C.  and 
regularly  attended  metropolitan  race 
meetings. 

A  life-time  of  service  and  achieve¬ 
ment  was  recognised  last  year  when  he 
was  awarded  the  British  Empire  Medal 
in  the  Queen’s  New  Year  Honours  List. 

Jordie’s  wife,  Mildred,  died  some 
two  years  ago  after  nearly  40  years  of 
happy  married  life. 

He  is  survived  by  his  brother,  Dick, 
and  two  sisters,  Mrs.  Olga  Minchin  and 
Mrs.  Irma  Wales.

John  Willson  Ryder,  born  5th 
January,  1936  at  Waverley,  died  in  a 
plane  crash  at  Bali,  Indonesia,  on

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PERSONALITY  OF  THE  MONTH 

CLAUDE  BRELAZ 


Recently  one  of  the  best  celebrated 
birthdays  in  Tattersall’s  was  the  80 
years’  achievement  of  Claude  Brelaz. 

He  was  born  on  the  Ballarat  gold¬ 
fields  where  his  French  parents  con¬ 
ducted  a  wine  business  something  akin 
to  the  Sydney  bistros  of  today. 

Claude  said  that  gold  was  first 
found  at  Ballarat  in  1850. 

He  tells  vividly  of  the  early  days 
and  says  that  the  relatively  new 
Sovereign  Hill  Historical  Park  at 
Ballarat  has  attracted  visitors  from  all 
over  the  world. 

This  park  was  opened  in  1970 
with  five  buildings.  It  recreates  the 
Main  Street  as  it  was  between  1851 
and  1860  where  Claude  was  born  and 
where  his  father  had  his  wine  business. 

In  this  set  up  there  are  now  more 
than  twenty  buildings  in  the  70  acre 
park  including  a  newspaper  office, 
stables,  Post  Office,  Chinese  Joss 
house,  a  foundry,  pottery,  and  a 
blacksmith’s  shop. 

Claude  says  that  visitors  to  Ballarat 
can  now  pan  for  gold  in  a  stream  and 
go  down  a  mine,  walking  70  ft.  below 
the  surface. 

As  was  to  be  expected  of  Claude’s 
French  parentage  and  occupation,  they 
were  good  judges  of  the  fruit  of  the 
vine,  and  Claude  was  destined  to 
become  a  gourmet  of  food,  wine  and 
cigars. 

All  the  family  were  taught  to  cook 
and  Claude  today  can  turn  out  a  meal 
ranking  with  the  standard  of  first 
class  chefs. 

As  a  child  Claude  did  his  own 
thing  in  prospecting,  and  after  heavy 
rains,  he,  and  all  the  other  Ballarat  kids, 
scrounged  the  mullock  heaps  to 
occasionally  turn  over  some  precious 
golden  specks. 

Claude  commenced  his  Australian 
Rules  Football  interest,  preserved  even 
until  now,  with  games  with  Ballarat, 
and,  in  later  life,  he  became  an 
administrator  with  the  North  Sydney 
A.R.F.C. 

Came  the  age  of  15  and  Claude 
commenced  his  life’s  career  in  the 
wine  and  spirit  industry. 

In  those  days  all  spirits  were 
imported  and  Claude’s  close  and 
intimate  knowledge  of  the  cellar,  which 
he  then  first  gained,  was  to  be 


developed  over  suceeding  years  until 
he  was  acknowledged  without  peer 
amongst  the  “back  room  boys”  of  the 
wine  trade. 

In  1912  Claude  became  works 
manager  for  a  leading  Victorian  distillery. 

Then  another  twelve  years  later  he 
came  back  to  the  wine  trade  joining  a 
prominent  N.S.W.  firm  as  a  cellar 
manager,  deep  down  under  the  Queen 
Victoria  Market  building  in  George 
Street,  Sydney. 

Eventually  Claude  came  to  the 
surface  when  he  was  appointed  city 


and  interstate  representative  and  fam¬ 
iliarly  known  from  Cape  York  to  all 
points  south. 

In  1 944  he  became  associated  with 
another  wine  trade  and  foundry  bus¬ 
iness,  as  N.S.W.  manager,  still  carrying 
out  negotiations  with  his  interstate 
friends  until  his  retirement  in  1961. 

Claude  says  he  is  not  a  racing  man 
and  has  had  only  two  bets  in  his  life. 

The  first  was  during  the  30’s  when 
he  made  his  one  and  only  visit  to 
Randwick  racecourse. 

He  was  given  a  “good  thing”  - 
Queen  Alywne  —  it  was  at  25  to  1  — 
and  it  won  —  “mugs  for  luck”  said 
Claude. 

His  second  venture  was  a  week’s 
wages  of  $10  which  he  invested  with 
an  S.P.  man  in  a  Mechanics’  Institute. 

It  was  on  Molly’s  Robe  in  the 
Newmarket. 

It  also  won  at  25  to  1,  but  sad  to 
say,  the  bookie  “took  the  knock”. 

Married  for  the  past  54  years  Claude 
has  a  daughter,  Vanda,  married  to 
John  S.  Wright,  another  Tattersall’s 
member. 

Also  another  Club  member  to  be  is 
son-in-law  John  Tregaskis,  married  to 
John’s  younger  daughter,  Mary. 

And  this  puckish  octogenarian, 
Claude,  with  his  inveterate  cigar,  his 
billiards  cue,  his  daily  visit  to  the 
Club’s  second  floor  tables,  and  his 
fund  of  stories,  make  him  another 
coveted  colleague  in  Tattersall’s  Club.
